>AT Sprint's DDS (3.5 V rather than 5 Volts), and with that change my AT 
>Sprint draws 46 mA (no signal) at both 9.0 and 12.0 Volts supply 


At least half the Rx current goes into the DDS reference clock module. I 
don't see that much can be done about that. Though FOX just announced a new 
clock which draws 12 ma @ 2.5V in the 32 to 50 MHz versions. That's about 
1/2 of "standard" 3.3v clocks in the same freq range. 


Looking at the photo of the KX1, it looks like it uses the new ultra low 
power AD9833 DDS chip. That could account for some of the current savings 
in the KX1. 


A couple of comments on the Class E amplifier. With careful tweaking of the 
coils, I've seen over 80% PA efficenetcy on 40M. On 20, it drops down into 
the low 70's. Still, not bad. 


However, one of the main reasons for using the Class E was it's low parts 
count. There just wasn't enough room on that little board for anything 
else! And we didn't want to cripple the rig with a very low power 
transmitter. It was also easy to get nearly the same power out on 20 as 30 
and 40 using the Class E. 


The only down side, as several users have discovered, the Class E finals 
are tempermental into the type of load it likes to drive. So, a lot of care 
must be used to make sure you have a good match before transmitting or it 
result can be disaster!

The National Electrical Code calls for at least #410 wire for 30 amp service, 
it MUST be at least #410-2 with ground (That means #10 gauge wire, 2 
conductors - 1 black, 1 white and 1 ground wire - either green or bare) and 
it MUST be either in conduit (grey PVC or rigid steel) or be type UF which 
is approved for direct burial. Regular house wire called Romex is not 
approved for direct burial so don't use it. All outside receptacles must be 


in weatherproof boxes and have an "in-use" cover. An in-use cover usually 
is an ABS plastic hood that closes completely against a gasket with the cord 
and plug inserted, and allows the cord to exit the bottom so rain can't 
easily enter. The circuit must be protected by a GFI (ground fault 
interrupt) type circuit breaker in most communities, and cannot be of the 
duplex (house type) receptacle. It must be a single use receptacle of the 
type designed for RV's. Oh yes, the National Electrical Code also requires 
cables to be buried a minimum of 18 inches below grade, unless it passes 
under a driveway or parking lot and then it must be a minimum of 24 inches 
below grade. This varies deeper in some local codes, and where the local 
code is more stringent than the NEC, the local code applies.

Dear Ms Abernathy, 

Respectfully, you must not have a clue about what you are suggesting. 

The facts about this case are relatively simple. The power companies want 
to get in on the cable companies’ ‘action'. That is understandable, 


considering the potential financial benefits they could accrue through such 
transmissions. 


There is the cogent word here: "transmissions". Should they be allowed to 
implement this proposed system, there would be transmissions throughout the 
radio spectrum. Perhaps they have told you this is either not true, or at 
least, having minimal effects. Nothing could be further from the truth. ALL 
electromagnetic signals will radiate if allowed. The only way to prevent 
these signals from doing so is to provide a metal shield (or bury them). 
All across America power lines would be radiating a broad range of 
harmonics and sub-harmonics from this system's signals. 


There is a simple way to check this for yourself. Take a regular AM-FM 
radio and put it near any non-metal-cased computer. It will be full of 
interference. That's from the small signals associated with the micro-power 
components within a computer. Now imagine what that interference would 
sound like multiplied by thousands and thousands of times-after all, EVERY 
power line would become an antenna. The exact same kinds of signals are 
involved. And those signals on these long, pervasive ‘antennas' would be 
several orders of magnitude stronger than the tiny signals emanating from 
your computer. 


I urge you to give this some thought. Try my simple test. No radio within 
the entire HF spectrum would be useable. Note also that the FM part of your 
radio was interfered with. The same would be true for BPL. This means that 
thousands and thousands of military, emergency, ham radio, avionics et al 
radios would suffer interference. 


This proposal is unnecessary. This proposal is unwise. It will be a fiasco 
for the many thousands of users of the HF spectrum, and ultimately, it will 
be the members of the Commission who will be blamed for allowing this to 
occur. I urge you to reconsider your support for this ill-conceived, 
incredibly short-sighted bad idea.

Reaching Broadband Nirvana 

United PowerLine Council Annual Conference Remarks of Commissioner 
Kathleen Q. Abernathy 

September 22, 2003 (As prepared for delivery) 


Thank you very much for inviting me to speak with you. I am very 
excited about broadband-over-powerline technology. I 

have seen it in action, and I believe it has a very bright future. It 
is a real honor to be your keynote speaker at this 

important juncture for BPL. 


As a regulator, I am keenly interested in BPL technology for a number 
of reasons. One of my central objectives as an FCC commissioner is to 
facilitate the deployment of broadband services to all Americans. I 
also fundamentally believe that the FCC can best promote consumer 
welfare by relying on market forces, rather than heavy-handed 
regulation. The development of BPL networks will serve both of these 
key goals. It will not only bring broadband to previously unserved 
communities, but the introduction of a new broadband pipeline into the 
home will foster the kind of competitive marketplace that will 
eventually enable the Commission to let go of the regulatory reins. I 
want consumers to have a choice of multiple, facilities-based 


providers, including not only cable and DSL, but also powerline, 
wireless, and satellite services. Such a robustly competitive and 
diversified marketplace is something I would call broadband Nirvana. 
We will not get there overnight, but the continuing development of BPL 
technology is a major step forward. 


While the long-term objective is a robustly competitive marketplace 
that is free of regulatory distortions, a more immediate question is: 
What should the FCC do to help foster such an environment? Sticking 
with my Nirvana metaphor, I guess the question would be, what is the 
path to enlightenment? 


I believe the answer, in short, is regulatory restraint. It is 
tempting for regulators to take every new technology or service that 
comes along and apply the same rules that govern incumbent services. 
After all, regulatory parity and a level playing field are 
intuitively appealing concepts. But I believe that it would be a huge 
mistake to carry forward legacy regulations whenever new technology 
platforms are established. Many of our regulations are premised on 
the absence of competition, and when that rationale is eroded, we 
must not reflexively hold on to regulations that no longer serve 
their intended purpose. In fact, many of our old rules not only become 
unnecessary as markets evolve, but they can be fatal to new services 
that need room to breathe. 


The Nascent Services Doctrine applying more stringent regulations to 
wireline providers at a minimum must be reconsidered. As other 
platforms, including BPL and wireless, become more widely available, 
that will further undermine the justification for regulating 
incumbent LECs broadband services as if they were the only available 
offerings. When the Commission completes this rulemaking, I expect 
that we will eliminate many existing rules and substantially modify 
others; the central question is the degree of regulation that will 
remain during the transition to a more robustly competitive market. 


Finally, it is important to recognize that although the emergence of 
new platforms like BPL will eliminate the need for many 
competition-related regulations, other types of regulation may well 
remain necessary. For example, the FCC must implement public policy 
goals unrelated to competition, or even at odds with competition. 
Universal service and access for persons with disabilities are 
examples of this kind of regulation. These public policy goals 
generally should be applied to all service providers, to the extent 
permitted by the Communications Act. The FCC also must intervene to 
prevent competitors from imposing externalities on one another and to 
protect consumers where market failures are identified. Although, as 
I have noted, the Commission was right to refrain from imposing 
heavy-handed price and service-quality regulations on PCS services 


when the were introduced, it was also right to adopt strict 
interference rules to prevent competitors from externalizing their 
costs. The same principle will apply to BPL. They key point is that, 
while some degree of regulation is both inevitable and desirable, we 
should ensure that it is narrowly tailored to the particular 
governmental interests at stake. I appreciate the opportunity to 
share these thoughts with you, and I would be happy to answer a few 
questions if we have time.
